Tree Planting Program Will 
Be Launched With SERA 
Sponsoring Labor 


If Upland business men want 
them, cocos plumosa trees may 
Ye placed on Second avenue and 
Ninth street within the business 
area. 

Bids for these trees and hun- 
dreds of others to be set out 
throughout the city will be op- 
ened at an adjourned meeting 
of the Upland city council Thurs- 
day. As part of an SERA proj- 
ect the city is going to line some 
streets with shade trees. 

During many years of neglect 
many local shade tres dicd or 
their branches were badly brok- 
en. 

In the contemplated tree plant- 
ing program, the city will put 
trees where the former ones 
stood and made solid lines of 
shade trees tlong the city’s resi- 
‘dential streets. 

If trees are placed in the busi- 
ness district, a small section of 
the sidewalk wil] be removed ev- 
ery 25 feet. The city would care 
for the trees and they would be 
maintained as a unique attrac- 
tion in the city. Nearly 2000 
trees may be purchased by the 
council Thursday.

Intersection of Second avenue 
and Bleventh street came _ into 
prominence in the auto accident 
reports over the week-end, with 
two crashes occurring there and 
two persons suffering minor in- 
juries.

HOPES OF PRORATE 


Commission Hearing in L. A. 
Today May Decide Fate 
Of Shipments 





Many lemon growers in the 
Upland district are interested 
in the outcome today of the 


hearing before the Agricultural 
Prorate commission on the fate 
of the lemon  prorating plan. 
Lemon growers here and 
throughout the state signed pe- 
titions asking the commission to 
bring about an orderly market- 
ing of lemons through a prorate 
agreement. 

This afternoon’s session before 
the commission in Los Angeles 
‘is scheduled to end the hearing 
‘and a decision is expected soon 
\from the commission. 

Several packing house man- 
agers from this district were on 
the stand yesterday testifying 
as to the authenticity of the sig- 
natures on the petitions. 

C. C. Teague, president of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, was the featured witness 
yesterday. He declared that un- 
less California lemons are 
brought under a marketing con- 
trol, the industry faces economic

The situation is said to 
be acute now due to the heavy 
crop of lemons. In storage in 
Exchange packing houses are 
8484 car loads of lemons as com- 
pared with the five year average 
of 3854 cars. 

The Exchange growers have 
been operating under an agree- 
ment for several years, Mr. 
Teague told the commission, 
with an average of 3506 surplus 
carloads being sent to the by- 
products plants. Non-members 
of the exchange have profited 
through selling on a protected 
market. 

If the commission supports the 
petitioners, all lemons produced 
in California will come under a 
prorate.

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Babson Sounds Warning 


When Roger Babson, the nation’s foremost economist, speaks 
most of the people sit up and take notice—and now he comes 
forth with a warning. Pointing out that government figures 
show there are now 23,375,000 persons’ in this country on re- 
lief—one out of every five—he notes this is an increase of 77 
The country’s workers in normal 


per cent over a year ago. 
Dedueting the 6,000,000 federal, 


times total about 50,000,000. 
state and local government employes and the 10,000,000 work- 
ers who are idle, we have only 34,000,000 working in priv- 
ate industry. 


Mr. Babson points out that these 34,000,000 must not only | 
support their own families, but in addition the 10,000,000 un- 


employed and their dependents and the 6,000,000 government 
employes and their dependents. Thus the production burden 
divided among three workers in normal times must now be 
earried by two workers. ’ 
Mr. Babson also observes that the Treasury has spent $563,- 


000,000 a month this year—about $130,000,000 per week—of | 
which only 22 per cent went to direct relief, 30 per cent for 
publie works and New Deal projects and 48 per cent for the 
ordinary running expense of the national government. Thus it 





is seen that Uncle Sam has a good sized deficit every month— 














when he has receipts of only about $2835,000,000 with which to | 
pay expenses of over $500,000,000 This condition exists 1n 
spite of the highest taxes in our history. It does not take a 
smart person to see the result of such a situation if it con- 
tinues long enough. As Babson comments, in the history of 
all mankind there has never been a nation which has long spent | 
more than its income without destroying its currency. He | 
further points out that 1a continued unbalanced budget the | 
people who lend the government money begin to fear that the } 
budget can never be balanced and that they will not be paid, 
what is due them. And this fear spreads until the govern- | 
ment can no longer borrow to meet running eXpenses and sup- 
port the unemployed. In the end the government must resort |
